He continues, “A free prass and fraa 
sociaty cannot endure without each oth¬ 
er,” says DINoto.

Control of tha 
press Is tha first goal of governments 
that seek to limit the liberties of their 
citizens. ‘A Fraa Press Serves A Free 
People’ Is an apt motto, because our 
1700 dally and 7500 weekly newspapers 
help to banish the darkness of Ignorance 
with Information wo need to govern our¬ 
selves.” 

Radio and television are equally Im¬ 
portant, the service club leader says. But, 
he notes, “Radio and television simply 
can’t match the range and depth of nows 
coverage that newspapers give us — the 
comprehensive Information wo need for 
responsible citizenship.” 

DINoto also praises the community- 
service role of newspapers. “Newspaper 
stories and editorials contribute to the 
success of every good cause In the com¬ 
munity, from the United Way to our own 
KIwanIs pancake days and peanut sales,” 
he says. 

Newspaper advertising is also a val¬ 
uable community service, he adds. “The 
classified columns are the first place we 
turn to when we want to find a lob, rent 
an apartment, or sell a one-of-a-kInd Item. 
We take this service provided by news¬ 
papers for granted, but It Is truly unique.” 

Last year, Americans spent nearly $7 
billion on newspapers. “I can’t think of a 
more convincing vote of confidence In the 
value that newspapers have for each of 
us,” DINoto says. 

First printers’ 
marks and symbois 
of craftsmanship 

Early printers borrowed the idea of 
symbolic marks to distinguish their work 
from their competitors. Those marks wore 
very personal symbols of integrity by 
these early craftsmen. 

The marks usually appeared on the 
last page of the text In books. They wore 
letter press plates created as woodcuts. 

Some of the marks were simply the 
printer’s initials, or symbols of heraldry. 
Others Implemented graphic elements 
that described the location of the press or 
created designs that cleverly stated the 
printer’s name when deciphered. 

Three distinguishing printers’ marks 
follow. 


The Venetian publish¬ 
er, Lucus Antonius 
Guinta, created his 
mark with a display of 
Lillies, to symbolize 
his native city of Flo¬ 
rence. 


The anchor and dol¬ 
phin sign of the Vene¬ 
tian printer Aldus 
Manutius Romanus. 
This symbol repre¬ 
sented the printer’s 
famous personal mot¬ 
to of “swift and 
steady.”

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Chimney sweeps consider an accumulation of 
soot or creosote up inside the chimney a danger 
sign. Soot and creosote are two compounds form¬ 
ed from the incomplete combustion of wood. 

“These materials, left unswept, are the pri¬ 
mary causes of chimney fires,” Averi says. “And 
chimney fires in this country are fast becoming a 
leading cause of house fires. If you have a regular 
fireplace, take a household mirror and place it 
inside your firebox. Then open the damper and look 
up the flue using the mirror. If you see a black 
furry substance on the inner walls, or a black 
shiny material; call a professional chimney sweep 
before you light another fire. If the brick is pink, 
you’re probably okay.” 

Wood stoves, on the other hand, should be 
professionally inspected by a chimney sweep twice 
each burning season, the women explain. 

They provide free inspection. 

The women started their new venture a few 
months ago because they favored the low invest¬ 
ment (about $3000) and being their own bosses. 
They are roommates in Upper Hastings Ranch and 
each goes her own way on a full-time basis, 
Averi as a draftswoman for an aerospace firm in 
Duarte and Agnes as a postal employee in the 
computer forwarding division in downtown Los An¬ 
geles. 

One of the biggest problems in checking out 
chimneys is to make sure to rid the area of 
animals. Raccoons, opossums, squirrels, snakes and 
birds often make their homes in the fireplace until 
routed out. The women install a screen on top of 
the fireplace to keep out the unwanted settlers. 
This also acts as a fire arrester.

It is strictly “in¬ 
surance” to provide a way to get additional water, 
if we ever need it. Monrovia, which has its “in¬ 
surance.” 

Sierra Madre, in its lOO-plus years of occupa¬ 
tion by white man, has never needed water. Dur¬ 
ing the worst of this century’s droughts, we have 
come close, but managed, thanks to some wise 
city fathers in the past, to squeak through. Most 
years we have enough to sell surplus water to our 
neighbor Arcadia. 

We asked William Whiteside, general manager 
of our district, what necessitated such a high tax 
rate for the district. He listed a number of rea¬ 
sons, including the district’s contract with the state 
for its share of the Feather River Project (close 
to $77'/z million, over 63 years), continued pay¬ 
ments on the $17'/2 million bond issue for the 
district’s pipeline which connects to the state pror 
jeci, costs of maintaining the pipeline and ex¬ 
cessive rainfall the past several years which has cur¬ 
tailed sales of water that would have helped to 
meet dis'rici expenses. 

A conversation with Tim Skrove of MWD 
confirmed that MWD has most of the same pro¬ 
blems as our district. It also has a ^f^tract with 
.ihe.slate. fpr Feather Rivfr water and its own pipe¬ 
line installation and maintenance costs, including 
the extensive system which delivers Colorado River 
water to Southern California.

system and when quizzed why part of the system 
is overhead, Mary answers quickly, “Rain comes 
from above.” 

Roy quips, “I am not allowed to weed. 1 might 
take out something precious. I’m only allowed to 
mow the lawn.” 

Mary believes in light watering — no more 
than a half hour a week. In extra-hot weather, 
this self-taught plant and tree expert waters an extra 
half hour a week. “I always tell people to water 
less.” 

She explains her need to experiment with new 
plants — “If someone says you can’t make it grow 
here, I prove you can.” 

Mary is up at 7 a.m. and gardens during the 
morning and evening hours. 

How does she plan the development of the 
garden? “I stand and visualize. If it works out, 
fine. If not, I start over.” 

The fruit crop was particularly good this year, 
they say. She canned 50 quarts of apricots and 
froze “a bunch” of peaches. They also dry apricots 
on screens in the sun. 

Their next-door neighbors, Harry and Pluma 
Martin, and they pass produce back and forth 
across the fence. “We’re never without the other’s 
produce. We both give away our excess fruits and
